Wyoming's Arvid Land,

A writer in the Commonwealth Magazine
presents instructive facls and figures in sup-
port of the proposition to confer on the states
and torritories ownership of the publie arid

Inad within their respective boundaries, He
argues particularly for Wyoming, giviug of-
fleinl figures to show that it should own all
the public land within its boundaries, and
that such ownerrhip would bonefit the
country at lnrge ax well as the people of that
stato. It has an avea of over (0,000,000
geres, but it is not self-sustainiog, thowgh it
bas o diversity of resources in oil, iron, coal
and other minerals. Its 00,000 residents
send ench year unearly §1,000,000 abroud to
pay for farm products which could be raisad
easily at home, The fault lies with the ca-
tional lapd laws, under which a tract of
land which eannot be reached by irrigation
excopt at i great expense I8 subject to the
same rules for the acquiremeat of ownerstip
as aro those contiguons 1o stromins which can
be mnde productive at smnll cost. As a re-
sult of this the land mlong small streams has
been filled uponj but along Iarge streams,
where enormous capital is required to buila
dams and ditches, immense tracts lie igle,
Two stroams  ars mentioned which in June,
1800, were each discharging 10,000 cubie feet
of water per second, nud thoe water running
East. $.000,000 nores of land producing nothing

ut soanty crops of grass, while that land
would make 40,000 good farms of thirty acres
as productive as any agricultural region in
the world,

A law was recently In force probibiting
further entries of Innd susceptible of irriga-
Lion, and anothor law withdrew from filing
nll lands which might come’under the expor-
fmentat irrigation schoemes of the general
government. This {njustice Is all the greater
since in Wyoming and in nearly sll the arid
states the control of the water supply has
beon trapsferred to the states thoemselves,
while every dollar expended by lndividuals
for land goes bto the general government.
Thesettier cannot give the land be fles upon
as security to the wan or company of wmen to
whom he would apply for ald in making it
productive, It s no wonder that under such
conditions Wyoming lies barren.

Commenting on_the showing, the Chicago
‘Iribune says: *““The ownership of the land
within their boundaries should be granted to
the arid states, It could ve donnted to them
under genaral reStrictions, such as limiting
the area whioh can be deeded to an indi-
vidusl, fixing the maximum ana minimum

rices tho state can charge, probibiting it

rom giving titles to corporations, and pro-
Niding such other guards as would tend to
prevent the lands from becomng the private
spnoils of unncrupuloua loeal imnd-grabbers
and politicinns, ‘The land along the streams
and In localities susceptible of frrigation
should be sllowed to be tuken only in small
holdings, but contributory to each of theso
should be an area of grazing land in the ter-
ritory Iying on a higher level behind it,
which stiould either be reuted to the holder
of the irrigable lund or be held In com-
mon by the owners of lands along the stresm
or in each irrigable district, Behind these
are tho timber areas al the heads of streams
and on the slopes and summits of mountains
where are the uatural sites for storage reser-
voirs, Of course these would haveto be
taion care of by the state. The transfer of
sublic lands to It would enable each state to

armonizo 1ts lana laws with the loeal con-
ditions of Its wator system, placing the con-
trol of iws lands in the hands of those who
best understand all the conditions wnich
affect them, and who. kpowiog their bost
valua to the state, would take the greatest
pride in obtaining for it the best attainuble
measure of profit, ‘I'here need be no fear
that the rights of the prospective settler
would be loat sight of undor such an arrunge-
ment. On the contrary the states having
control of these lamis would emulate cach
other in offerivg inducemants to settlers and
capitalists,*

The Crecde camp on Cripple ereek, Colo-

The
camp is wild over the strike, Yet those best
postod na to the possibilities at Cripple Creek
aro not at nll surprised, Indeed, some of the
best miuers in the state would not be sur-
prised 1l nuggets weighing a ton were dug
out of the smooth grassy hills, so completay
dous this camp make au exception to all rules,

sands of oattle are slowly starving to death In
the hills of Southern ldabo. The loss Lo
stockraisers will be wemendous. Every
blade of grass upon the ranges Is updor
from twenly-two to mixiy luches of saow.
‘I'ne present winter has not been equalled in
severity swnee I570. The rigorous season
wis not suticipated by reauchers, and they
delayed vringiug the cattle to the low lands,
The delay has proven fatal, and stockmen
assort that every domestie animal left in the
hills is sure to mest death, either from cold
or hunger. h'wlr every rauchor will lose
more or less heavily, though many of them

Nevertholeas tha poopla feel
anxious oversthe outcome, ms it means bread
for thousands,

Miners nnd Farmers Meet,

The hydraulic minors and the farmers of
Californin have nt last beon brought to an
amieable understandiog. A oconvention of
delegates reprosentiug both intersats wis
held in San Francisco recontly and an agreo.
ment reached to work together and revive
the great industry which has been paralyzed
for a decade, Careful estimutes have shown
that the farmers of the stato lost about
£2.500,000 through rubbish from the minos

thrown into the rivers, raising their beds and
causing destructive overflows, but that the
1088 o the hydraullo mining interests by the
shutting down of the mines has been fully
£100,000,000. No systom of drift mining can
take the place of hydrauiin mioing, so the

convention deolded to appeal to con-
ross to construet bl dams
or fmpounding the  rubbish from

the mines, as suggested by the federal eom-
mission that was appointed to investignte
the subject four voars sgo, The plan is
feasible, and the cost of the work could be
repald were bonds issued to cover the outlay.
The gold product of Californin has stendily
sunk to £10,500,000 last year, as against $20,-
000,000 in 1850, Milllons of dollars aro lying
locked up in valuabie hydraulie machinery,
whion will soon becomo a total loss if al
lowed to lie unused. At the next session of
tho state legislature the law prohibiting
hydranile mining will be repealed, and an-
other yvear will probanvly see a revival of this
great industry,

Pormiasxn, Ore, Jan. 27.—[Special Cor-
rospondence of Tne Bee. |--Thore are, uo
doiibt, many people who have [felt that the
nickname of web-foot is rather a harsh torm
L0 Apply Lo the natives or residonts of this
state, T thought so onco, That was before
a visit was made to Portland, Of course it
{sn't the correct thing 1o poke fun at an
other's physical intirmities, or at any froak
or condition for which he or she is In no wise
responsible, But when a peoplo content
thomselves with leading an aquatie life for
sovaral months out of every twolve, und doso
from choles, they certainly ought not to find
fanit with belng lkened unto ducks, even
though the term isn't applied as one of on-
dearmeont,

Not only doos It rain a great deal hore dur-
ing tho winter months, but it s a safo bot that
there is more moisturein a Portland rain drop
than was ever condensed from clouds that
olsowhore shut out the blue eanopy undoer
which wave the stars aud stripes.

An instance is reported wbere a man who
Iives In this town once sustainod the negative
before a hterary soclety that a certain fellow
wasn't a veal poot. He argued that because
in one of his pooms he roferred to the othe
roal blue of the heavens he wasn't true to
naturo. This same wob-foot lost a pot ol
money on a wager that tho sky is always a
dull, leaden eolor. All this oconrred 1n n
senson when Jupiter Pluvius held protractod
meatings and exchanged olympus for elther
Mounts Hood, Adams, St. Helans or Ranier,
that stund out above the lesser mountains
covered with eternal snows., One ocan be-
come habltunted to almost anything. If you
don’t think so nsk a Portland man if be don't
think he ocould sleep under the dislocated
and sobbing eaves of o butlding aud he will
solemnly declare that water, any way you
tale it—extornally—won't liurt any boiy,

That reminds me that hore on the Pacifio
coast thoy elalm they can out-bourbon, hour-
bon. They don't make mach whiskey them-
selves, oratany rate that isn't why they
profoss to be ahead of *ola Kalntuck' as ro-
garas tho bilue grass beverage they
sot out. But it is eclaimed that liquors
of any kind that are sent around
the Horn, nr como by sailing vessels from
the Atlnntio sea board or the Gulf of Mexico
are Improved as much as evon Bgo can  tam-
per spirits, Thers muy be something in this,
and probably is, for when a people admit
that the superiority of anything don't de-
pond wholly upon climate—such as s the
rule sven in Oregon—they must be giving
vent to the an uubinssed opinion.

discarded part of & man's toilet here, You
will see men at church, it you'ra ever thoere,
with foot clothing that seems to have

When a man has plenty of money he can be
as noglectful in dress as bo cares; then it js
accentrie, So I argued, in the bu;rhmingf.
that il Portland had so much wealth it
didn't maotter if boots and blacking were
straugers to one another, But that is not
the real reason why the bootblack in Pore
lana Is so much put of place as well as out of
luck. People hare are intensely practical ana
full of business, T'hat is now the wealth of
the city was in part piled up. Theydon't
bolieve in wasting time or money in polish-
ing boots when it is so much energy or money
thrown away. Itis liable o raln most any
time and it does, too,

That bootblack picked up s number of my
dimes, not that [ wanted to be singled out as
foppish in dress oy oad In ways, but in order
to got tho chunk of informativn and philos-
ophy thatwent with the polishing,

While waitiug for o car
with a friena, 1 felt suro that a seedy look-
ing Individual that muda straight for us was
going o strike ore or the other for a quarter
Lo got somothing to eat, ‘a4 bed toslesp in,
medicine for a slek ohild or something of the
sort, But ho dide't, The hana wasn't
ralsed for alins bat for salute,

Nowonder
ita cluizens don't curse water, It floats ships
und briogs to them rich ocargoes from Iwany
climes, m vessels that relurn laden with
grain and lumber., The shipping of Portland
represcnts trade with almost avery partof
the world, The jobbing trade of this metrop
olis of the groat northwest has ipcreased
from 0,000,000 fn 1856 to 150,000,000 iu
1801, 1ts gbank clearances are high. ‘T'he
manufacturing iotercsts are varied and
mpny, Dunug the last ive years they have
quadrupled, for in 1886 there wery 2,764
bauds employed, and the outpul was 85,447~
